Through the activo management of 
lie foreman tho main portion of tho 
ew building is already framed and 
lostly covered in and tho foundations 
or the wings and bath-houses arc in 
lace. Of course tho work is not sufll- 
icutly advanced to show just what the 
ransformation will be, but enough has 
ecu done to insure great improvement 
nd there is every indication that the 
loueyin hand—thecity andtownappro 
nations and the subscriptions—is to be 
aade to go just as far as is possible. 
The building improvements begin at 
r near where tho old pavilion stood 
ast season and extend nearly to whore 
t now stands, and occupy an area of 
bout 90,000 square feet of land. 
The 


new building proper — that is, tho 
tructure to bo covered by one roof— is 
jcatcd at the Newport end of these 
mprovemonts and actually covers but 
about 8,250 square feet of the 90,000 feel 
enclosure. Its shape upon tho ground 
s as near that of a Y as anything, there 
being three wings, one extending to 
vard tho northeast, one toward the 
southeast and one toward tho west. 
File main entrance is on the north 
side, at tho junction of tho northeast 
and west wing s, and admits the visitor 
,nto a largo hall, 30x38 feet. 
Opening 


from this hall to the right arc two 
doorways; one leads to the spa, or re- 
freshment counter, the other through a 
small vestibule to tlio dining-room or 
restaurant which is in tliu west wing. 
This latter room measures 20x40} feet, 
lias entrances from the piazza and of 
course commands an unobstructed view 
of Old Ocean. Next to the dining room 
is a kitchen, 13x2(1 feet, with a small 
kitchen yard, and then comes 48 private 
bath houses—that is, houses to rent by 
the season only. 


In tho northeast wing are the office, 


10x10 feet; the linen room, 14x14 feet, 
and eight hot salt-water bath-rooms- 
four for males and four for females. 
These baths arc reached by four-feet 
passage-ways which extend from tbe 
hall the on tire length of the wing.oneon 
eacli side of the office, lineu room, etc., 
the ladies passage-way terminating in 
the conical tower on the road side. 
Running duo cast from the end of this 
wing is a small addition 15x31. feet, for 
boiler room, drying room and laundry. 


The east wing is devoted entirely to 


public bath-houses. 
There are 100 iu 


number, arranged in sections of ten, 
and they arc reached by a covered 
walk, six feet in width, which extends 
•from the junction of the east and north 
wings, and between the two, the entire 
length of tlio cast wing. 
These dress- 


ing-rooms, or bath houses as they are 
more commonly called—are all double 
partitioned, with two inches space be- 
tween, and arc to be provided with al1 


the conveniences usually found at sim- 
ilar resorts. 


From the forty-eight private bath- 


rooms, at the extreme end of the west 
wing, a covered veranda extends along 
the water front to the extreme end of 
the cast wing where it terminates in 
handsome conical tower. This veranda 
is sixteen feet deep, except at the June 
tion of tlio three wings where it makes 
a circular sweep of twenty-five feet 
towards the sea.

Th 
conical towers referred to arc fifty fee 
in height and during the season their 


15000 are to bo expended iu improving

Tho rude villaKeof tlieMiis-i|iia-k;i»i8 


composed of about thirty lodges and 
tents, aud diners in no respect from 
that of some nomadic tribe, with tho 
exception of their lodges bcinj; built in 
u more substantial way. 
Tho greater 


number of Indians are absent about six 
months in the year on hunting and 
trapping expeditious, and during that 
time tho village is almost entirely de- 
serted, till the return of spring brings 
busy life and animation, and the lodges 
echo 
to tho children's 
voices, the 


barking of dogs, or the neighing of the 
ponies. 


It is usual for several families to live 


together in ouo lodge, the women tak- 
ing turns to do tho cooking, etc., all 
taking ihcir meals togothcr. 
Fires 


upon the earthen floors are used for 
cookinu purposes, and kettles are hung 
above them . on jj chains 
suspended 


from the roof. When the Indian is 
able to do so be lives well. His dinner 
will consist of soup, meat, potatoes 
and beans, with cott'eo and hot cakes, 
this is often supplemented with apple 
sauce, squash, etc. Again you will see 
a number of musk-rats prepared to 
tempt the appetite with a savory mor- 
sel, their long tails sticking out of the 
kettle during tho processor cooking, 
and presenting an appearance that ex- 
cites in the beholder either amusement, 
disgust or both. The meals are eaten 
on a platform outside tho lodge in sum- 
mer, and in winter inside. 


Squalid and dirty in dress and habits, 


tbo Slus-qua-kas present no enticing 
picture on which the eye can gaze. 
Some have a proud and lofty bearing, 
aud their movements are characterized 
by rude grace and precision, yet, as a 
rule, not many of the heroic qualities 
of their ancesters have descended to 
them. Dwelling in the centre of civil- 
ization for nearly two score years they 
are not identified with it, have a cordial 
dislike to its innovations, and are op- 
posed to its march of progress in every 
way except the civilation that is rep- 
resented by a bottle of "fire water." 
Here >the Indian stands upon a level 
with the white roan, aud cau advance 
just as quickly in each stage of drunk- 
enness. "Whiskey make lujiu heap-ee 
fool," remarked one of the Indians, 
who, after ;thoroughly testing the mat- 
ter, when he became sober thus gave 
his experience. 
_ Conspicuous iiiLtlic dras^ofjthis peo- 
ple is shown their love of ornament. 
The tribe has several jewelers, and sil- 
ver jewclery is worn in great profusion, 
even the bridles of the ponies arc oflen 
decorated with it.

There are seven separate and distinct 


ways In which the nuptial knot may he 
tied, tho attending expense of the dif- 
ferent modes varying from one dollar to 
ouo thousand dollars. The least ex- 
pensive, and tho one seldom adopted, 
except in cases of clopument, is that af- 
forded by tho justice's office. Then) a 
couple can be firmly united in tho space 
of a minute for a small sum. It is cus- 
tomary for a groom to dress as he may 
please when the marriage is to bo per- 
formed by a justice, and a dress-suit 
would be sadly nut of place in tho mus- 
ty law-ollice. The one great advantage 
of tho justice shop marriage is its cheap- 
ness. 


As some people object to being mar- 


ried by a justice of the peace, prefer- 
iug tho sanction of the Church in addi- 
tion to that of the law, tbe young peo- 
ple may visit a parsonage instead of a 
justice's ofiico with the same prepara- 
tion. The ceremony may bo fully as in- 
formal when performed at tho minis- 
ter's home, the only difference being 
that not less than three dollars, and 
better still, live or ten dollars, should 
bo paid for service, although there is 
no fixed sum charged. The most pop- 
ular ceremony among people who do 
not class themselves as in 'society,' and 
also among many who do, is a quiet 
home wedding, where tho bride is at- 
tired in a suit of plain white or a trav- 
eling dress, and the groom in a plain 
black or brown business suit, whore 
only a few friends and relatives are 
present. 
Tbe affair is informal, per- 


haps a modest supper or lunch being 
served after the ceremony is performed, 
and the entire expense to the groom 
being covered by twenty dollars, or 
oven less. This is the most popular 
wedding ceremony, and this is the way 
in which fully twenty-five per cent, of 
young people are married. 


Next in point of favor and inexpen- 


siveuess is the informal church wed- 
ding, being similar in all things except 
that tho service is performed within the 
portals of the church. If the affair is 
strictly private, tho bride and groom 
may he unsupported, or have brides- 
maids aud groomsmen, as they please. 
In the latter case full-dress suits should 
bo worn, increasing the expense. The 
"full-dress wedding," as it may be 
called when the ceremony is performed 
at home, is next in favor. Elaborate 
trousseau, full dress suits, bridesmaids 
and groomsmen, flowers in abundance. 
and a host of invited guests aro the 
requisites, 
followed by a reception, 


feast or lunch, as the contracting par- 
ties may desire. 


The seventh and last, and most pop- 


ular, is the full-dress afTair pcrfotmcd 
in church. Among people who desire 
to create a stir in society this is the fa- 
vorite. It is expensive, and in many 
cases unsatisfactory.—Brooklyn Maga- 
zine.

It is ordained by the City Council of the City 


of Newport as follows: 
SECTION l, A. tax is hereby Imposed and 


levied, and shall be assessed and apportion- 


ed hv the Assessors of Taxes of tills city before 
the first day of next June, on the inhabitants 
of this city and the ratable property within the 
same, for the current municipal fiscal year, in 
a certain percentage of the 'valuation (to be 
made by said assessors) of all the ratable prop- 
erty of this city, to wit; a tax of one dollar and 
four cents on every une hundred dollars of the 
eaid value of said property.

An Ordinance hi relutloii to the care of 


Public Parks and other property. 


Hisonlaincil by llic City Council of the City 


of Newport (isfollows*: 
SUCTION 1. Tlio public parks and such pub- 


lic hinds and buildings in tho use or con- 
trol of the City of Newport, as arc not already 
liy law or by ordorof the City Counc.il placed 
in care or uiidor the cluirRCot any other com- 
mittee, city officer or department, shall here- 
after be in charge of tue committee on miblic 
property, which committee shall from time to 
time, and at least once every year, report to 
the City Council what improvements to the 
same are advisable or what repairs thereto are 
uecessary, with estimates of the probable ex- 
iienst) therefor; aiid all expenditures ordered 
by the City Council for the imblic parks and 
other public lands and buildings aforesaid, 
shall uc made under the direction of said com- 
mittee, but no expense shall be incurred by 
said committee other than tlio employment of 
the necessary labor and services required for 
the care and improvement of said public parks, 
nor in excess of one hundred dollars In any 
one instance for necessary repairs and im- 
provements to such public buildings, without 
express authority of the City Council.

To Relieve a Choking Horse. 


A subscribe! at Shophcrdstown, \V. 


Va., gives the following treatment for 
relieving a horse .when choked: Take 
the horse from the stable for fear that 
he might strike you with his feet. 
Stand squarely in front of him, and 
take a firm hold on his cars with both 
hands, place one foot in the hollow of 
his breast, not high enough to interfere 
with his wind. This should bo done 
quite cautiously, and when you arc 
ready, pull suddenly with the hands, 
and push witli the foot. You will bo 
surprised at tlio result. The water on 
which he choked must gT one way or 
the other. This treatment will not hurt 
the horse, and. the beauty of it is you 
can apply the remedy at any time with- 
out delay.—[National Stockman.

It is now generally believed that a 


solution of copperas is the best remedy 
known for grnprrot. It is sprinkled 
freely on the ground, the vines and on 
the leaves. 


A farmer in ?Tcw York claims to have 


lost eight horses from the feeding of 
ensilage, the trouble being attributed 
to the ergot in the corn of which the 
ensilage was Hindu. 


Do not neglect the bees. Thorp is 


more clear money in beekeeping than 
in any other business on a farm. Re- 
member that bees work for you very 
faithfully, and at the same time board 
themselves. 


The Massachusetts society for the 


prevention of cruelty to animals has is- 
sued a circular condemning the prac- 
tice of docking horses' tails. The prac- 
tice is inhuman, and has not the excuse 
of improving the looks of the animal. 


The practice of pegging down ever- 


blooming roses, so that they will cover 
completely the surface of the bed, is 
well known to produce very pleasing 
results. Itissaid that pegging down 
dahlias proves quite as satisfactory. 


The men wlio are breeding and rais- 


ing first-class coach and carriage horses 
are now receiving as great a reward for 
their trouble in the way of good prices 
as the producers, of any kind of horses 
to be found, fiood carriage horses are 
scarce and high. 


A North Carolina fanner has a silo 


built on top of the ground of heavy 
plank. 
It has double walls, four inches 


apart, filled with earth to exclude the 


very rich with well rotted manure, and 
sow marrowfat peas and oaig together. 
Sow the seed thickly, aud out for use »t 
anytime when tho material it high 
enough for that purpose. It is excel 
lent for all kinds of stock, and < 
ly for cows and khccp. 


It is said that a leading and scientific 


horticulturist, acting upon the sugges- 
tion that the leaves of a plant may be 
stimulated into a luxuriant growth by 
being moistened with a solution of this 
salt, half a drachm to a quart of water, 
to various kinds of fruit at a time of 
day when the same could not bo reach- 
ed by thu rays of the sun, and at three 
different periods before their maturity. 
The experiment resulted in an extraor- 
dinary size of fruit. 


The Agricultural department docs 


not make a practice of supplying ordi- 
nary farm seeds to all applicants, but 
aims to send out all tho newer things 
or imported specialties that require 
practical test to demonstrate their adap- 
tability to any section of their country. 
Each member of Congress is allowed 
several thousand packets of these seeds, 
which are sent to such addresses as he 
may order. The Department reserves 
a quantity, aud sends them to parties 
whom it thinks will make good use of 
them. Xame what seeds yon prefer, 
adding that if they are not to be had, 
you would like to try any others that 
the Department of Agriculture is Bend- 
Ing out. Make your requests to theliep- 
rcscntative in Congress from your dis- 
trict, and you will either get some seeds 
or some words from him. Applicants 
for seed made direct to the Department 
are frequently complied with if the ap- 
plicant cjiu give any special reason for 
wanting them. 


It is stated tijit the best floor for 


creamery is made by first digging dowi 
to hardpan, then filling in with coarse 
gravel and covering this gravel will 
concrete with H or Si inches of Portlam 
cement, letting it dry hard before using 
and it will wear without flaking up 
All the cheaper kinds of cement wil 
crack and Hake after a little use. 


Theeye of the farmer has a vast po 


tcncy on every farm. No matter how 
reliable the help, the master's eye wil 
find something to be bettered—some 
thing that has been overlooked, if noth 
ing more. Help will not tell of one 
another, hut tho good men have no oh 
jection to the master's finding out for 
himself who is tho shirk, or who is 
heedless, wasteful, or rough with the 
stock. Good men do not object to su- 
pervision, forit only brings them cred- 
it; while a second-rate man, if lie is no 
worse, doesn't like to find the hoss to 
often in the barn ahead of him in tho 
morning. 


Let any man use a wide tire and a 


narrow one side by side on the farm for 
one season, and he will bo astonished, 
as I have been. A team will do enough 
more work with the wide tire to more 
than pay for the wagon iu one season 
Besides, you can haul hay on meadows 
where a team can travel; if the team 
breaks through the wagon won't, h: 
the harvest Held you can pile on all you 
want to and no trouble about cutting 
in; same way in hauling out manure, 
no ruts, while the narrow tiro wagon is 
most always overloaded, culling 
and worrying the team. 


This thing of a suflicient supply of 


good seed should be attended to before 
a team has been hitched up for the 
spring's work. There is an abundance 
of good reliable seed in the country. 
There are old varieties that have been 
grown with care kept in proper places 
and under proper conditions to retain 
vitality and purity. It may bo that 
some neighbor has grown, (as every 
one should do who designs sowing 
home grown seeds) a separate patch or 
Held for seed purposes. It was grown 
with special care from selected seed. 
It will pay to drive many miles ami pay 
even an extravagant price to obtain a 
supply of such seed.

Household Hints. 


In ventilating a room open the win- 


dows at top and bottom. 
The fresh air 


rushes in one way, while the foul air 
makes its exit the other; thus you let 
in a friend and expel an enemy. 


Lace may be washed by winding it 


around bottles or sewing it on muslin 
and boiling it in soft water with white 
castilo soap. 
U should be rinsed in 


soft water after removing from the 
uds. 
Nothing is better for a sore throat 


than agarglc of salt and water. It may 
be used as often as desired, and if a lit- 
tle is swallowed each time it is used it 
will cleanse the throat and allay the ir- 
ritation.

Disease often lurks in a dirty dish-

A carpet-sweeper is invaluable in fa 


dining-room where small children eat, 
but should never bo used for general 
sweeping. 


If the feet are tender or painful after 


long walking or standing, great relief 
can be had by bathing them in salt and 
water. A handful of salt to <\ gallon of 
water is the right proportion.

the water as hot as can comfortably be 
borne. Immerse the feet and throw 
water over the legs as far as the knees 
witli the hands. When the water be- 
comes too cool, rub briskly with a fresh 
towel. This method, if used night and 
morning, will cure neuralgia of the

To prevent the jniconf pies soaking 


into the under crust, beat the white of 
an egg and brush the under crust with 
it. It the oven is hot while baking, 
place a small dish of cold water in it. 
Well ventilated bedrooms will prevent 
morning headaches and lassitude. Puwr- 
dered rice, sprinkled upon lint aud ap- 
plied to fresh wounds, will stop bleed- 
ing. A tallow candle or piece of tallow 
wrapped in tissue paper and laid among 
furs or other garments will prevent the 
ravages of moths, 


Soda will clean tarnished tin. Vino- 


gar and salt will clean copper. Butter 
is the best polish to put into starch. 
Baking soda put on a burn will take 
out the heat. A heated kuife will cut 
hot bread without making it soggy. 
Oil of cedar is sure death to vermin 
which infest chambers. 
Toilet sets 


and all chamber articles should be 
cleaned in cold water. White lead will 
cement broken crockery, a 10-cent bot- 
tle lasting for years. A small paint 
brush should be used in cracks and 
crevices while dusting a room. 


A simple way of loosening a rustcrl 


screw is to apply heat to the head of it 
When the burners of lamps becoino 
clogged with char, boil them in strong 
soapsuds. By using soda water as a 
wash you can clean ceilings that have 
been smoked by a kerosene lamp. It 
you drop soot on the carpet, covei 
thickly with salt, and it may be swept 
up without blackening the carpet. A 
few oyster shells mixed witli the coal 
used for a furnace or largo stove 
prevent the accumulation of clinkers. 
To clean brass bird cages use a tea 
spoonful of salt and a tcacupfnl of vin 
egar, beat, and apply with a piece of 
flannel and rub till dry. 


Bout whalebones can be restored and 


used again by simply soaking in water 
a few hours, then drying them. To re- 
store crushed velvet, hold it over the 
spout of the tea kettle aud let it steam 
well, then comb up the nan. Brooms 
lipped for a few minutes in boiling 
suds once a week will last much longer 
han they otherwise would. Kid shoes 
may be kept soft anil free from cracks 
jy rubbing them once a week \vith a 
itllc pure glycerine or castor oil.

How Gold U BaporUd 


The proccsi of ihlppiojt gold aci 


the ocean is thus described by the Bos 
ton Commercial Bulletin: 


Each keg contains (50,000 in clea 


gold. It is from the Bank of America 
at New York, that most of the gold i 
shipped from that city. 
The foroigi 


steamships sailing from Boston now 
carry little or no gold, although the re- 
verse was the case years ago. 


The shipments of gold are not gen 


orally ou the bank's account. At a 
first glance, persons might well sup 
pose that when tho demand arises foi 
gold to send abroad, the shipper wouli 
only have to send in his order for hii 
hundreds of thousands to the sub 
treasury, where millions of specie are 
ou deposit. But there are sufticiem 
reasons why this plan will not work 
The sub-treasury can pay out its coil 
only to creditors of the government 
With the l)ank of America the associa 
ted banks keep on deposit constantly 
in enormous sum of gold, sometimes 
•mounting to *JO,000,000. 
To tho 


members of tho bank association tli 
Bank of America issues its own certifi- 
cates against these deposits, redeema- 
ble on demand. So, when there is oc- 
casion for making a gold shipment, 
the coin is prepared for that purpose 
n tiie rear office of that bank; here it 
s bagged anil kogged and made ready 
"or shipment. 


Kegs in which gold is packed—"spe- 


cie kegs" as they are called—arc made 
)f extra hard wood. They must have 
in extra irouhoop. Specie is not thrown 
oosoly into a keg, nor, upon the other 
laud, is it carefully wrapped in tissue 
'aper and piled up one coin upon an- 
ther. The keg serves only as a pro- 
ection for canvas bags, into which the 
"old is placed in the ordinary hit and 
niss fashion of pennies in a man's 
locket. Into each bag go *5,000, and 
en bags fill a keg. 
In the interest of security, each keg 
s treated to what is technically known 
moiig the shippers as the "red taping" 
rocesK. At each end of the keg, in 
lie projecting rim of the staves above 
he head, are bored four holes at cqui- 
istant intervals. A piece of red tape 


> run through these holes, crossing ou 
ic head of the keg, and the ends flnal- 
' meet in the centre. At the point of 
iceting, the tape is scaled to the keg's 
ead, by wax bearing the stamp of the 
n'pper. 
Gold crosses the ocean very much as 
oes every other kind of freight, with- 
nt any speoial looking after.
